CHURCH MUST DO three basic things to deserve 
le a right to exist: it must follow Christ, be faith- 

ful to the Scriptures and benefit humanity. For 
these reasons only should there be a Church known 
as the Church of God. Our identity as a legitimate 
part of the body of Christ rests squarely upon the 
discharge of our responsibility toward Christ, the Scrip- 
tures and mankind. 


Christian 


First of all, the Church of God is vitally and em- 
phatically Christian. No doctrine supercedes the doctrine 
of Christ, but the Church accepts His words as its 
law and His deeds as its example. This claim of being 
Christian is not a hollow pretense, for He is accepted 
literally as He is represented in the Word of God. We 
have no complex theological or philosophic position based 
in part upon His teaching or upon Him as a good 
man. Rather, He is accepted as sovereign Lord, Saviour, 
Redeemer and King of all the earth. Upon Him and 
Him alone is the hope of the Church of God founded. 


Fundamental 


The Church of God is fundamental in its doctrine. 
The five points of fundamentalism are historically and 
permanently the bedrock of our belief. The first is: 
(1) the inerrancy and infallibility of the Scriptures. 
The first point of our declaration of faith is that “We 
believe in the verbal inspiration of the Bible.” Next, 
fundamentalism believes in (2) the virgin birth and 
complete deity of Christ. Our declaration of faith says 
that “Jesus Christ is the only begotten Son of the Father, 
conceived of the Holy Ghost, and born of the Virgin 
Mary.” Fundamentalism believes in (3) the literal res- 
urrection of the body, and the Church of God declares 
its faith “in the bodily resurrection; eternal life for the 
righteous, and eternal punishment for the wicked.” The 
fourth point of fundamentalism is (4) the atoning 
sacrifice of Christ’s death for the sins of the world. 
Our statement is “that justification, regeneration and 
the new birth are wrought by faith in the blood of 
Christ.” Finally, fundamentalism asserts faith in (5) 
Christ’s second coming in bodily form to the earth. The

Church of God believes “in the premillennial second 
coming of Jesus.” 

In every point, our faith is the historic, fundamental 
Christian faith, not in creed only but also in practice 
and living hope. 


Holiness 

The doctrine of holiness is one of the basic precepts 
upon which the Church of God is founded. The experi- 
ence of sanctification and the life of holiness in the 
Wesleyan tradition provided the very impulse that 
brought the Church into being. Our Declaration of Faith 
states our belief “in sanctification subsequent: to the 
new birth, through faith in the blood of Christ;.-through 
the Word and by the Holy Ghost,” and, further, “holi- 
ness to be God’s standard of living for His people.” 

This historic and scriptural faith in holiness, made 
possible by the experience of sanctification, is both dis- 
tinctive and thrilling. The eradication of sin, separation 
from the world, and the possibility of Christian perfection 
answers the very longing of the heart of man. The 
Church of God maintains, from the Scriptures, that these 
glorious possibilities are provided for the children of God. 


Pentecostal 


The Church of God is Pentecostal, which means that 
we believe in the Baptism of the Holy Ghost, with the 
initial evidence of speaking in tongues. This experience 
is a separate work of grace for all believers in Christ 
who will receive it. Just as the believers in Christ on 
the day of Pentecost (Acts 2) received the Holy Ghost, 
or Holy Spirit baptism, believers in Christ today can, 
and should, receive the same experience. While this bap- 
tism is not essential to salvation, it endues the believer 
with power for service and provides added strength and 
boldness for Christian living. 

The Church of God believes in the spiritual gifts 
enumerated in 1 Corinthians 12:1-11 and that these 
gifts are in operation in the Church today. These gifts 
are an eternal part of the plan of God, as vital today 
as in the days of the Bible. Divine healing is especially 
emphasized in the Church, believing that provision for 
healing was made in the atonement of Christ. 


Evangelistic 


An aggressive evangelism is one of the strongest em- 
phases of the Church of God. Revivalism is a chief

ORGANIZATION 
and 


GOVERNMENT

General Overseer 


years ago, the leadership of the Church of God 

sought diligently to establish a Church with a 
government founded upon the Bible. For several years 
they studied the Scriptures for a Bible name. Also, they 
wanted Bible terms for its officials; hence, the title 
overseers. There had to be.some plan for financing a 
church. So, they went to the Bible and; after years of 
study, wholeheartedly adopted the tithing system as God’s 
financial plan. Not only did they search for govern- 
ment but also for doctrine which has been declared as 
the teachings of the Church. 

“One of the first principles accepted in the early his- 
tory of its organization was that we accept the whole 
Bible rightly divided, which is today one of the most 
sacred principles. Therefore, we meet in biennial con- 
ference with all ministers and laymen who wish to 
attend to search the Scriptures and put them in practice. 
Our teachings and faith are the same as originally 
accepted in its original organization.” 

I firmly believe that the Church of God has the best 
government of any organization existing today. We ad- 
mit that an organization can have good rules and regu- 
lations to govern it, but unless these rules are properly 
administrated, they weaken the government of the entire 
organization. Therefore, it is very important that every 


a ROM THE VERY first Assembly, more than fifty 
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official and member of the Church adhere closely to the 
rules that govern the Church in order to make its 
operation complete. 

The officers in the Church of God consists of the 
General Overseer and his assistants, state overseers, dis- 
trict overseers, pastors, and evangelists. 

The General -Overseer, his two assistants, the General 
Secretary and Treasurer, and the Editor-in-Chief con- 
stitute the Executive Committee. They are selected by 
the General Assembly and appoint the state and 
provincial overseers and standing boards and committees, 
such as the Missions Board, Board of Directors of Lee 
College, the Orphanage Committee, Editorial and 
Publications Board and Youth and Sunday School Board. 
The state overseers are responsible for the appointment 
of the district overseers and pastors in the local churches. 
Each local church has the privilege to vote for a pastor 
of their choice, and if the church agree by a large 
majority upon a pastor, he is usually approved by the 
state overseer. However, if the state overseer knows any 
lawful reason why he should not serve that church, 
he has the right to veto the recommendation of the 
local church. If a church cannot agree on a pastor, 
then the state overseer appoints one for them. 


The General Assembly is composed of both ministers 
and laity, who desire to attend, and is’ the supreme 
governing body of the Church. However, only male 
members have a vote in the business transaction. Business 
is formally presented to the General Assembly in the 
form of recommendations from the General Council. The 
General Council consists of all ordained male ministers. 
These ordained ministers while in Council select twelve 
men known as the Twelve Councilors who are selected 
to counsel with the Executive Committee. These 
twelve men with the Executive Committee compose the 
Supreme Council of the Church. The Supreme Council 
has the authority to impeach any officer of the Church 
for any misconduct. They counsel with the General 
Overseer on any and all matters of general interest to 
the Church. The Supreme Council meets at least twice 
a year and considers matters of importance which have 
been presented to them for consideration. Measures that 
are approved by the Supreme Council are submitted to 
the General Council in the form of recommendations 
from the Supreme Council. If approved by the General 
Council, they are then recommended to the General 
Assembly. The General Assembly’s decision is final. The 
general officials are also nominated to the General Assem- 
bly by the General or Ministers’ Council. 


The Missions Department, Educational Department, 
Orphanage, Publications, and Youth Department are 
governed by boards or committees appointed at each 
Assembly by the Executive Committee. 

Each state also has a state board to counsel with the 
state overseer. This board is responsible for the ad- 
ministration of the state’s funds and is subject to the 
ministers of the state who meet once a year in a min- 
isters’ business meeting. 


Finance: Lay members pay tithes into the local church 
treasury. One-tenth of this amount is sent to Head- 
quarters. The other nine-tenths is for the support of the 
pastors, state overseer, including his office expense, and 
state Sunday School and youth director. The General 
Assembly has recommended that the same amount be 
sent to the state headquarters as is sent to General 
Headquarters, which leaves 80 per cent of the tithes 
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in the local church to support the pastor and evangelist. 
Disposition of the money coming to Headquarters is 
explained by the General Secretary. More than $100,000 
a year of the money coming to Headquarters goes directly 
into the home missions work. 


Reporting System: One of the most beneficial and 
effective rules of the Church is its reporting system. 
Each local church, also each minister, is required to 
report to the General Secretary and Treasurer at the 
end of each month. A copy of this report also goes 
to the state office. This makes it possible to keep an 
accurate account of the number of experiences each 
month and the number uniting with the Church from 
each state or territory. This keeps both the state and 
General Offices informed of any increase or decrease 
in each local church, as well as in the organization as 
a whole. The minister’s report also gives the number 
of sermons that he has preached and the amount of 
money received. It shows how long he has been a minister 
in the Church of God and whether he has been active 
in the ministry or not. The aged minister’s pension 
is determined by the number of years in active service 
in the Church and his monthly average income. It also 
furnished the General and state offices his latest mailing 
address so that he can be reached on short notice if 
necessary. In an emergency the General Secretary can 
contact the state overseer and he can contact the district 
overseer who can contact each pastor on his district. 
The pastors then may notify the members of any matter 
of importance, so that in only a few hours’ time nearly 
all members of the Church may be reached. This keeps 
both ministers and members in close contact one with 
each other. 


I have to point out only a few instances which show 
the advantage of this close relationship. A few years ago, 
one of our evangelists, accompanied by his wife and baby, 
was traveling through the northern part of West Virginia. 
He had been unable to find a suitable tourist court 
and was still searching for one late at night when his 
car hit the abutment of a bridge. The baby went out 
through the windshield; the mother was badly injured, 
and a large number of her teeth were knocked com- 
pletely out. The evangelist also was seriously injured. 
They were sent to a hospital in a strange town. Each 
one was put in a different room. The mother could 
hear her baby crying, but did not know the seriousness 
of its injuries. She did not know whether her husband 
was dying or hoped to recover. The evangelist did not 
know the condition of his wife or his baby. The hospital 
at once called the only address they had, which was 
the wife’s home address. Her father immediately called 
the state overseer. The state overseer called the overseer 
of West Virginia and thereby got in touch with the 
pastor of our church. It was only a few minutes until 
the pastor and a number of his members were in the 
hospital. The ladies of the church were visiting the evan- 
gelist’s wife and baby. The pastor was praying with the 
evangelist. Before daylight the next morning arrange- 
ments had been made to send out to the place of the 
accident and get their personal belongings. It was 
approximately twenty-four hours before any of the family 
could reach the hospital, but the pastor and his members 
had rendered every assistance and had seen that the 
evangelist and his family did not suffer for any lack 
of attention before the family arrived. Do you think 
our reporting system is worth anything in such instances?- 
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I would like to relate one more personal experience. 
A pastor’s wife called the state overseer. She said her 
husband was at the point of death and the doctors 
had given him only two hours to submit to an emergency 
operation if he hoped to live. She further stated that 
her husband had always trusted God for his healing, 
that he had never resorted to physicians or had been 
to a hospital, and he was reluctant to go. She wanted 
my advice—would I tell her what to do? My answer was 
that under the circumstances I felt that I should come. 
It would take me at least an hour to get there; that 
would leave him only one more hour. I asked my sec- 
retary to make a few telephone calls and have some 
of our ministers waiting on the road to go with me. 
I picked these ministers up on the way. When I got 
to the house, our pastor was in much pain and suffering. 
We knelt by his bed and prayed. It was only a few 
moments until his pain left. He got up and when the 
doctor came back to know of his decision, he told him 
the whole story. 

Only those who belong to an organization of this kind 
and have experienced the fellowship of its ministers 
and members can appreciate it to the fullest extent. 
No wonder men of other churches tell us that we have 
the greatest organization of any religious body. 

Even though God set government in the Church (1 
Corinthians 12:38), there are those who still despise 
government (2 Peter 2:10). Without organization, we 
could not support a missions program, an orphanage 
program, or other departments of the Church. With 
the proper organization and with all paying their little 
mites which are brought together, we are able to have 
three orphanage homes and three Bible Schools in the 
United States, a missions program that has established 
the Church in over 50 countries, and scores of schools and 
orphanages in various parts of the world. A group with- 
out organization is like loose bricks. They can be knocked 
about any place and are almost worthless. But, get enough 
bricks, cement them together, and they are not easily 
kicked about. We only become strong when we become 
properly organized and everyone works in his place.

SHALL BY NO MEANS be able to compress so 
g great a subject into the limited space chosen for 

this subject. I shall therefore confine my remarks 
to the particular need at hand. It is not my purpose 
to set forth a program involving strategy of procedure 
or objectives to be obtained by the Church, but rather 
to re-emphasize the work in which the Church has been, 
and now is, effectively engaged—the carrying out of the 
commission of Christ as given to the Church. 

The commission of Christ is equally binding upon all 
members of the Church, without regard to time, through- 
out the Church Age. However, our immediate concern 
is in the present tense. : 

The major objective of the Church is to win lost 
souls for Christ and the Church. It is equally important 
to retain them for Him. To evangelize the generation 
which has preceded us to the grave is an impossible 
task and one not required of us; neither can we evan- 
gelize the generation which shall follow after us. There- 
fore, our obligation is to the present generation. It is 
a responsibility for which we shall answer to God and 
a task for which time grants no delay. 

The Church has nobly accepted this task—a task 
which cannot effectively be performed by a single, local 
church. It requires the united efforts and total resources 
of all the local churches to carry on to completion 
this great commission. 

No one method is sufficient. Tents are to be pur- 
chased, portable tabernacles constructed, and brush ar- 
bors erected. Vacant store buildings are to be rented 
or houses improvised for missions. 

In other cases, it is necessary to purchase a vacant 
lot for a church site. In many sections, a tent may 
be used until a building is erected. However, in other 
places restrictions or short summers make the use of 
a tent either impractical or. impossible. Under such 
circumstances, a portable tabernacle, a small, neat, 
block building, or a basement auditorium must be con- 
structed. 
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All of this requires money. Many thousands of dollars 
are being invested annually for projects of this kind. 
Why this expenditure? Our commission is to win souls 
for Christ. The value of a soul is priceless, making 
our investment seem small, indeed, for so large a return. 

In the ensuing paragraphs I shall enumerate a few 
of the many methods now in use by the Church in 
carrying out the Lord’s commission. 


CHURCH EXPANSION 


Many small, struggling congregations which are iso- 
lated from areas where our work is strong at the state 
level cannot look to the state for financial help. They 
are without adequate funds locally. Under these condi- 
tions the struggling church must look to the General 
Church for financial help—not only for construction but 
often for food and shelter, if the Church is to operate 
in new and largely undeveloped areas. Overseers must 
be maintained and evangelists supplied. Pastors for 
struggling churches must be located and brought into 
the area, and often supplemented in order for them to 
remain in the pastorate. 

All this is dependent upon the tithes of the laymen 
as paid into the local church and the ten per cent 
forwarded to the General treasury. Your helping hand 
is stretched out across the distant miles, helping to supply 
the necessary things of life for those who labor sac- 
rificially for Christ and His Church. 


RADIO 


Using one of the greatest mass communication devices 
existing in the world, churches throughout our far- 
flung organization are daily beaming the gospel to the 
hungry and perplexed masses. Great results have been 
experienced, and even greater ones are expected as we 
continue to use this wonderfully effective medium of 
evangelism. 


BUILDING PROGRAMS 

The Church is now engaged in an inspiring building 
program. Lovely new church buildings, tabernacles, and 
parsonages are being erected in the unprecedented ex- 
pansion of the Church. 

States are procuring camp sites and are developing 
them for use in huge camp meetings and youth camps. 
Recently, the Church constructed a beautiful new pub- 
lishing plant which included new offices for the General 
Church. As the Lord prospers us, we are building to 
more efficiently meet the need of operating a progressive 
and growing Church. 
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PUBLISHING INTERESTS 

Through the printed words thousands are reached 
every day, every hour. The Church owns and operates 
a great publishing plant in Cleveland for publication 
of our literature. Each week the Evangel, the official 
organ of the Church of God, is published. Monthly, one 
of the finest youth magazines in the world goes into 
thousands of churches, homes, and hospitals. The pub- 
lishing house also supplies all other necessary literature 
for Sunday School, youth, and other church activities. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL AND Y.P.E. 


The program as outlined by the Sunday School De- 
partment and practiced by the Church is effectively 
gaining and holding souls for Christ. The Sunday School 
and Youth Congresses have proven to be of great value 
in our training programs. 


EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 


Being conscious of the importance of training pro- 
gram, the Church established Lee College. Our Bible 
schools in the North West, on the West Coast, in Wes- 
tern Canada, and in various islands and foreign countries 
are also educating our students. All of these schools are 
staffed with qualified and consecrated administrators 
and faculty prepared to teach and train our youth 
for the task of the Church which awaits them. 


MISSIONS 


It has often been said that the sun never sets upon 
the work of our missions department. The gospel has 
been carried around the world by our precious mis- 
sionaries. Under the prayerful leadership of the Missions 
Board, Missions Executive Secretary, Field Representa- 
tive, and a corps of consecrated workers, the mission 
department is greater than ever before. Yet, although 
many thousands have been reached, millions still await 
our coming. “Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, 
that he would send forth labourers into his harvest,” 
Luke 10:2b. 


L.W.W.B. 


Through the tireless and consecrated service of our 
ladies in the Church, much has been accomplished which 
possibly would not have been realized. They have aided 
in the erection of church buildings and parsonages and 
often have aided in supplying the needs of a pastor 
and his family. Thousands of dollars have been raised 
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for missions by the L.W.W.B. In supplying the personal 
needs of underprivileged families, they have followed 
Christ’s commandments. Prayer and fasting for the suc- 
cess of the Church and proclaiming the gospel of Christ 
through their good works are important roles of our 
faithful ladies. 


CHILDREN’S HOMES 


A visit to any one of our several children’s homes 
would thrill your heart with joy. There are hundreds 
of happy, healthy, little boys and girls who have come 
to the care of the Church from adverse circumstances 
of life. The Church has given these children a new 
lease on life. In our homes they enjoy a happy, health- 
ful, wholesome environment; they are trained and taught 
the Christian way of life; and they leave to take their 
places as useful Christian members of the community. 


PROTECTION FOR MINISTER AND FAMILY 


By aiding him to carry much needed insurance, the 
Church helps protect the minister’s family. In case of 
death, the widow and children receive this much needed 
money which the Church has helped to provide. Some 
additional help is given in the form of an earned pen- 
sion or by special allotment from the General Tithe 
Fund. The blessing of this financial help surely does 
not require explanation. 

Frequently, some minister becomes completely broken 
in health. He is unable to continue his ministry. Help 
is provided for him out of the General Tithe Fund. The 
distress and financial embarrassment which would be 
heaped upon the sick minister in a crisis of this kind 
is therefore averted. 

Surely the minister is worthy of his hire. The aged 
minister has toiled and spent his life for the sake of 
the gospel. No longer is he able to carry the full re- 
sponsibility of the Church. This precious man of God is 
deserving of the best the Church can afford. The Church 
has provided an Aged Ministers’ Fund, largely out of 
the General Tithe Fund, for the purpose of providing 
a regular, monthly pension for the aged minister. Christ 
said, “Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least 
of these my brethern, ye did it unto me,” Matthew 25:40b. 

No one person is to be thanked or accredited with 
the noble and sacred work which the Church has done 
or is doing. It is the work of the Church as a whole, 
working under the inspired leadership of the Holy Spirit. 
To God belongeth all the praise, glory, and honor. Amen. 
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the difficulty of classifying the Church of God 

wholly in any of the theological systems adopted 
by Protestant organizations. It would be difficult to 
classify us as Calvinistic, Arminian, or Evangelical Ar- 
minian. No doubt we embrace a portion of all three 
and yet do not wholly endorse any of the three. 


It is very easy for us to state emphatically, however, 
that we are Trinitarian, premillennial, Pentecostal be- 
lievers. 


The Church of God stands for the whole Bible rightly 
divided and believes it to be verbally inspired. “All scrip- 
ture is given by inspiration of God,” 2 Timothy 3:16. 
“But holy men of God spake as they were moved by 
the Holy Ghost,” 2 Peter 1:21. 


Our position on the doctrine of God is that we believe 
in one God eternally existing in three persons; namely, 
the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost; that He is the Sov- 
ereign Ruler of the world; that He is the Creator of 
the world and all things therein; and that He created

man after His own image, Genesis 1, John 1:1-4, 10. 


Our position in regard to the fall of man is that 
through the transgression of one man (Adam) sin entered 
the human race and all mankind descending from Adam, 
by natural generation, are without original righteousness. 
Adam’s sin thus becomes inherent in the human race, 
and results in physical and moral depravity so that 
the soul is spiritually dead. That human depravity is 
universal and affects every member of the human race 
is born out by the Scriptures, a few of which are here 
given: Romans 5:19, Psalm 51:5, Psalm 58:3, Isaiah 
53:6, Isaiah 64:6, Romans 3:19, Galatians 3:22, Ephe- 
Sians 2:3. 

We believe that God, by His eternal and unchangeable 
plan, made provision to redeem sinful man through 
the ceath of His only begotten Son, Christ Jesus. Christ 
died for all men, and through His death on the cross, 
“We have redemption through his blood, the forgiveness 
of sins, according to the riches of his grace,” Ephesians 
1:7. This consolation is afforded all who believe the 
sacred Word of God. 

We believe that Christ not only died for our sins 
but “was raised again for our justification,’ Romans 
4:25 and that by His resurrection, He became “the 
firstfruits of them that slept,” 1 Corinthians 15:20; 
thus, giving assurance to the believer of a resurrection 
of the just. 

The Church of God believes that God commands re- 
pentance of all men everywhere and that such an act 
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A mission station in Nigeria 


is mecessary for pardon of the past. We believe that 
the only hope of entrance into heaven is through the 
experience of the new birth. Its necessity arises from 
the fact that the soul is dead in trespasses and sin 


and needs the quickening power of the Spirit to make 


it alive. The demand for regeneration is as broad as 
the extent of depravity. Without this experience, one 
cannot enter heaven, (John 3:5) and enjoy the felicities 
of that holy land. In obedience to the command of 
Christ, as an answer of a good conscience toward God 
and evidence of a desire to follow the example of our 
Lord, a believer should be baptized in water by immer- 
sion in the name of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost 
(Matthew 28:19). 

One cannot afford to cease his Christian walk at 
this point. He must walk in the light of God’s clearly 
revealed truths which declare, “For this is the will of 
God, even. your sanctification,” 1 Thessalonians 3:3. “And 
for their sakes I sanctify myself, that they also might 
be. sanctified through the truth,’ John 17:19.. Thus, 
sanctification is subsequent to the new birth and is 
brought about through faith in the blood of Christ, 
through his blessed Word, and by the Holy Ghost. That 
such an experience is obtainable in, this life is abun- 
dantly set forth in the Scriptures. Holiness is God’s 
standard of living for His people, and He expects us 
to so live and walk in this world. We are to produce 
the positive fruits of holiness in our Christian experience 
and not be content with only a negatory position. 


WE STAND, WITHOUT apology, for our be- 
lief in a Pentecostal baptism. Scriptures, too numerous 
to include in this brief article, substantiate our position. 
When one is baptized with the Holy Ghost, the initial 
evidence is speaking in other tongues as the Spirit gives 
utterance (Acts 2:4, 10:44-46, 19:1-6). It is assurance 
that the Comforter has entered the Christian to abide, 
fulfilling the words of Christ who said, “For he dwelleth 
with you, and shall be in you,” John 14:17. It is the 
fulfillment of the promise of Christ that we should be 
given “Another Comforter that he may abide with you 
(us) forever,” ‘John 14:16. 

The Lord’s Supper and washing of the saints’ feet— 
we hold that all true believers should participate in 
the observance of the Lord’s Supper. This is an act 
of worship by which we remember the price paid on 
Calvary for our redemption, thereby honoring our Lord 
and Saviour. It is also an act which loudly speaks of 
our belief in the return of the Lord of glory for his 
own. An integral part of this worship is the participa- 
tion in washing of the saints’ feet. This example was 
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given by our Lord (John 13:15) and we are commanded 
by our Saviour (John 13:14). to wash one another’s feet 
even as He did. Knowledge and obedience to this com- 
mandment bring joy to the hearts of the believers. 

We hold that in the suffering and death of our Lord 
on Golgotha, He not only purchased redemption but He 
also provided, in the atonement, healing for our bodies. 
This is plainly declared in Isaiah 53:4, 5 and 1 Peter 2:24. 
The Bible declares time and again that God is our 
Healer and Christ is our Physician. The Church has, 
from its early days, proclaimed the blessing of divine 
healing and the glory of realizing and experiencing the 
reward of our faith in God. 

The Church of God is premillennial in its belief of 
the second coming of Christ. We believe the second 
coming of Christ to be a personal, visible, sudden, mirac- 
ulous appearing of the Lord of glory. At His coming, 
the saints who have died in Christ will be resurrected 
with a glorified body and be caught up. The living 
saints will be raised together with them. We shall meet 
the Christ of glory in the air. We shall be transported 
with ecstasy to the marriage supper of the Lamb. 

While enjoying the marriage supper of the Lamb, the 
tribulation will engulf all who are left on this earth. 
The Antichrist will set up his reign, but only for a 
short period. 

The King of Kings and Lord of Lords will return 
with his saints and Christ shall overcome the Devil 
and his powers. Christ shall establish a kingdom of 
righteousness and peace, and His saints shall reign on 
earth as kings and priests for a thousand years. 

We believe in the final judgment. At the end of the 
thousand years’ reign on earth, the wicked dead will be 
raised. All shall stand before God—the small, the great, 
the rich, the poor, the bond, the free. God shall sit on 
the throne of judgment. Sentence will be passed on 
those who have not believed in Christ and who have 
refused the redemption that He has} offered. Eternal 
punishment will be meted out to the wicked, and eternal 
life for those whose names are in the Lamb’s Book of 
Life. 

The Church of God believes that in the ages to come, 
world without end, we shall enjoy and experience a 
glorious eternity with God, our Heavenly Father, and 
with Christ, His Son; that we shall be eternally happy 
throughout ceaseless ages. 

With such a glorious vista unfolded before the child 
of God, we are encouraged to press on and do our 
best for God until He shall say, “Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant.”

AT THE EARLY beginning of our Church it was 

agreed that all members of the Church of God 
should pay tithes. Laymen are to pay into the 
local church treasury where their membership is. 
“Exhorters, Licensed and Ordained Ministers shall 
pay tithes on their net income from all sources 
other than the ministry, into the treasury of 
the local church where their membership is; 
however, their tithes of net offerings shall be 
sent with their monthly report to the General 
Secretary and Treasurer.” 
“Local church treasurers shall send 10 per cent 
of all tithes paid into the treasury of the local 
church to the General Secretary and Treasurer, 
Cleveland, Tennessee, with their monthly report 
and an equal amount to their state treasurer 
with monthly report.” 


Following is a breakdown on disbursements of tithes 


which come to the General Secretary and Treasurer’s 
office: 


At the 43rd Assembly in 1950 it was agreed that: 

19% “Ten per cent of tithes coming to Headquarters 

be used as a supplement to the present Aged 
Ministers’ Fund.” 

There are at present 137 retired ministers receiving 
a monthly allotment check from this fund. Fifteen of 
them have been receiving a pension for the past fifteen 
years or more. These ministers maintained a good re- 
port as they labored and sacrificed to help bring the 
Church to where it is today. I am sure that no one 
would wish to deny them the little comfort derived from 
the portion of tithes to this fund. 

At the 30th Assembly it was agreed that: . 
2% “An emergency fund be created from the tithe 

of tithes fund at Headquarters to assist widows 
of our deceased ministers; who have no means 
of support. Said fund not to exceed 2 per cent 
of the tithe fund.” 

There are at present fifty-five receiving a monthly 
allotment check from this fund. 

3% A few years ago it was agreed that a Disabled 
Ministers’ Emergency Fund be created to care 
for disabled ministers who become disabled, 
while in service, but are ineligible to receive 
aid from the Aged Ministers’ Pension Fund. At 
present 3 per cent of the tithes coming to Head- 
quarters is appropriated for this purpose. 

There are sixty-seven ministers receiving help from 
this fund. It was agreed at the 33rd Assembly, 1938 that: 

“The distribution of tithes sent to Headquarters 
shall be in the hands of the Supreme Council.” 
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The remaining 85 per cent of tithes is distributed as 


follows:

For Evangelism—that is, underpaid evangelists 
and pastors and to aid the state overseer where 
there is not sufficient funds such as, “supple- 
ment to state overseers,” or “allotment and travel 
expense.” Also, a parsonage is provided for them. 
Special help is given to those overseers for ex- 
penses to the General Assembly, and to State 
Overseers’ meetings. 

Help is given from this fund to aid these states 
for camp meeting and convention expense for 
speakers. Also, donations and loans are made 
from this fund to aid in the purchase of pro- 
perties for the establishing of local churches in 
the above-mentioned states. 

For Colieges and Bible Schools. 

Fifteen per cent of the tithés coming to Head- 
quarters is divided among our colleges and Bible 
Schools. There was a time when the profits from 
our Publishing House was used to supplement 
these schools but this has changed, as the pro- 
fits were needed by the Publishing House for 
its expansion program. So, at the present time, 
Lee College receives about 80 per cent of the 
tithes earmarked for education. The remainder 
is divided between the Northwest Bible School; 
the West Coast Bible School; the International 
Bible College of Canada, and Berea Bible School 
of South Africa. 

For Group Insurance. 

The church pays an average of $1.24 per one 
thousand for insurance for each policyholder. 


As follows: Salaries and travel expense for the 
the General Executive Committee. Each member

is furnished a nice parsonage in which to live. 
Is used for the expense of the General Secretary 
and Treasurer’s Department as salaries for 9 
employees (secretaries, bookkeepers and clerks), 
also other expenses—such as postage, printing, 
office supplies; ministers’ and clerks’ report books, 
telephone and telegraph, legal expenses, janitors’ 
salaries, supplies, maintenance, lights, water and 
fuel for the General Offices. 

Is spent for special board-meeting expenses, 
delegates to conventions, Supreme Council Meet- 
ing expenses, and Assembly expense; donations 
to the American Bible Society for distribution of 
Bibles; donation to the National Association of 
Evangelicals, the Pentecostal Fellowship of North 
America, the Red Cross and Community Chest 
and so forth. 

Was spent last year for expansion, which was 
applied to the cost of the General Offices in the 
new building. 

Goes to underwrite the National Youth Depart- 
ment of our Church. 


And the remaining 4 per cent was spent last 
year for emergencies and miscellaneous purposes, 
such as: 
Insurance on properties owned by the General 
Church. 
Equipment for new offices. 
Special appropriations and emergency loans. 


So, the foregoing report shows how the tithes which 
come to General Headquarters are disbursed. 

May I add, the records of ministers and churches are 
kept by a very efficient and loyal staff of workers who 


are members of the Church of God.

How We Won 


the National Sunday School Contest

The challenging story of how a determined 
church in a small town of 1,400 population 
won the recent National Sunday School Con- 
test.

Have you heard the story of the bundle of sticks 
that bound. together could not be broken but when 
taken one by one were no task to easily snap? This 
story is often used as an example of unity. 

You may ask how we, a little town of only 1,400 in 
population, won the National Sunday Schocl Contest. We 
do mean we are a little town with just one main 
street, or road, no sidewalks, no city buses or trolleys, 
no radio stations, no publications and no orderly rows 
of houses to simplify visitation. The one thing we did 
have was a heart to work together, and we knew, when 
our thirty-six Sunday School teachers and workers voted 
wholeheartedly to enter the contest, that work we must. 

In January of 1955, we dedicated a lovely new 
educational addition to our church which gave us nine 
new Sunday School rooms and a large room.that could 
be used for an assembly room. Our church was at one 
time the Alabama State Camp Meeting Tabernacle and 
was built for service rather than for beauty. A few 
years ago, we set about to beautify our building and 
make of it a great Sunday School plant. Through the 
years, we have been adding to this beginning. Our 
workers felt sure that the Sunday School Contest was 
an opportunity to fill the new Sunday School rooms 
to full and running over (and we did). With Nehemiah 
of old, we can readily say that we are doing a great 
work so that we cannot come down. 

When we met to lay the groundwork for the con- 
test and to plan the details for each Sunday in the 
six, we had begun to compile a bundle of sticks—the 
strong bundle of sticks that together could not be broken. 
We would like to call our labors sticks. The first stick 
in our bundle was planning—by itself weak and use- 
less but when fortified by the others valuable and a 
good start if carried out in unity.

The next stick we added was training—good to have, 
Even before the contest started, our pastor taught about 
thirty-six teachers and workers a Teachers’ Training 
Course from a Moody filmstrip with lectures. Many of the 
number completed the course and received teachers’ cer- 
tificates, giving the Sunday School a surplus of trained 
teachers. 

We will call the next stick preparation. A few months 
before the contest, a church census had been taken, 
and the town had been zoned; we knew where to find 
each family; we knew each family’s faith; we knew 
whether they had ever attended the Church of God. 
It is really interesting to see a chart of those zones 
with no house numbers to go by and no street names— 
just down.a hill, by.a country store, across a hollow 
or over in a field were the directions. However, we had 
strength in this—just knowing where the 1,400 souls 
were. 

The next stick was organization. We had a committee 
for each thing; each committee worked under a chair- 
man. There was a committee for transportation. The 
church does not own a church bus, but each Sun- 
day morning this committee was on the job with their 
automobiles. bringing all who needed a ride. Since the 
contest is over, they are still on the job. 

There was a committee for advertising. Theirs was 
a difficult job, but they found that rural store win- 
dows and telegraph poles make good places to advertise. 
When the housewives came out to sweep their porches 
they found handbills telling them all about the con- 
test. We seized every opportunity to impress every mind 
with Sunday School. Another committee which worked 
hard to add strength to the bundle was the Contest 
Committee. They were certain they had come up 
with something difficult to accomplish when they an- 
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nounced a contest in which the class having an increase 
in attendance of ten before any other class would 
receive a prize. On the second Sunday of the contest, 
five classes won this prize. Then, there was a Mystery 
Persons Contest; in this contest, fourteen persons who 
had never been to Sunday School or were absentees 
were selected; when these persons came to Sunday School, 
the person responsible for their coming received a prize. 
One mystery person, on being asked who was responsible 
for his coming, remarked he would have a difficult 
time in telling since forty had invited him. He is still 
coming, too. 

By this time the sticks were piling up. Our bundle 
was growing stronger. Another important stick was 
effort. This stick could be called the main stick of the 
bundle. We could not think of effort without mentioning 
our visitation group. The accomplishments and strides 
toward the great victory made by these workers will 
never be known, but in statistics they made over 12,000 
personal contacts—notice, personal—during the six weeks 
of the contest. Remember, the population of Sumiton is 
1,400—nine times the population in personal contacts. 
Think of every person in town being invited to the 
Church of God Sunday School one and one-half times 
each week for six weeks. “Sunday School” was on the 
lips of everyone in our little town. In our great out- 
pour of effort, we not only visited but in our visitation 
we ministered to the poor that they might be able to 
come to the house of God. We let the people of our 
town know that we wanted them, but most of all we 
needed them; and certainly, they needed the church. 

Another stick was hope. We were never without hope; 
if not exactly for first place in the contest, we hoped 
that we would benefit from entering the contest and 
that ours would be a better Sunday School. If we did 
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not win, we could not lose because of helping our- 
selves. 


One more stick was human interest. Every Sunday, 
we tried something new that might appeal to the con- 
regation. What has more appeal than good old heart- 
elt Alabama singing? We made movies in the classes 
and recordings in the auditorium that were played b 
Brother C. T. Douglas over his radio broadcast.on WVOK. 
Our teachers were at their best—they are always that. 
They are so ably trained by our Brother Clyde Ellis. 


Let us add faith. Did we say in our hope for victory 
that we hoped to improve our Sunday School and 
had faith that we would do it? How much, is it not 
immeasurable? Brother Lee’s Sunday School class gave 
a luggage for Christmas—that was faith, to be cer- 
tain. 


Perhaps, this finishes the bundle of sticks with the 
great cord of prayer woven so rrodngs -d around it— 
typical of the unity of the Sumiton Church of God 
laboring for victory in the National Sunday School Con- 
test. We are sure that unity is what brought it about.

means of evangelism, but other forms—such as child 
and personal—are stressed. Since no man can see the 
kingdom of heaven except he be born again, we en- 
deavor to lead all those who are lost to Christ. 


Missionary 


From its earliest years, the Church of God has been 
aware of the Christian responsibility to take the gospel 
into all the world. The missions emphasis is so great 
that membership in foreign lands is almost equal to 
that of the homeland. At the present time, the Church 
of God has 95 missionaries under appointment to foreign 
fields. These missionaries train and direct native workers, 
who then do the greater part of the work in their 
homelands. This means that the number of American 
missionaries represents only a fraction of our missions 
effort. 


In 1955, the Church of God raised $512,237.19 for 
foreign missions. This amount is used to support our 
work in about 54 countries. New lands are being reached 
annually now, as fast as our means and national rec- 
ognition permits. 


Eleemosynary 


The Church of God is a charitable institution. This 
is particularly true concerning orphans and needy child- 
ren. Three homes for children are now operated, a na- 
tional home in Sevierville, Tennessee, a state home in 
Kannapolis, North Carolina and a state home in Gaffney, 
South Carolina. In 1955, $194,516.08 was given by the 
Church for the support of these homes. 


The retirement plan of the Church of God for its 
aged ministers and missionaries is an adequate one. 
This is also true of our plan for disabled ministers 
and minister’s widows. 
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Educational 


Since 1918, the Church of God has supported schools 
for the training and teaching of its people. Lee College 
in Cleveland, Tennessee, has Bible college, junior college 
(liberal arts) and high school divisions. The liberal arts 
college confers the Associate of Arts degree, the credits 
of which can be transferred to any other four-year 
college toward the Bachelor of Arts degree. The Bible 
college confers the Bachelor of Arts degree in religious 
training. The high school is fully accredited by the state 
and regional associations. 

Other schools are operated in other parts of the na- 
tion: In Fresno, California, we operate the West Coast 
Bible School; in Minot, North Dakota, the Northwest 
Bible and Music Academy; in Estevan, Saskatchewan, 
the International Bible College. Some states conduct 
summer seminars and most foreign lands have schools, 
colleges or seminaries. Those in India, Haiti and the 
Union of South Africa are particularly outstanding. 


A Church of Today 


’ The Church of God endeavors, in every field of Chris- 
tian service, to meet the needs of today. “Jesus Christ 
is the same yesterday, today, and forever’—with emphasis 
on today. What we have done is meager, and what we 
will do is only a possibility; so, only that which we are 
doing is sufficient for today. Those who believed yes- 
terday or may believe tomorrow do not count for today. 
Our Christian belief is in twentieth century living, not 
in a creed that has become impotent. Our efforts in 
the missionary, eleemosynary, educational and evange- 
listic fields are current, not merely historic and not 
merely hopeful, even though they are historic, current 
and hopeful. 

The blessings of God are today’s blessings. Healings 
of yesterday do not relieve the suffering of today, 
though they do strengthen today’s faith and determina- 
tion. The same is true of all the blessings of God. 
We thank God for the past, hope for the future, and 
work in the present. 

What is the Church of God? It is a Church under 
God, anchored by the past, reaching for the future, 
meeting the crisis of today.
